They will 
be expected to see that the laws of 
the commonwealth are carried out, to 
the letter, and no doubt this will be 
done. Washoe county, and especially 
Reno, is fortunate in having secured 
the services of the men of their choice 
and especially so as the public ser- 
vants-elect seem eminently qualified 
to fill with credit 
the 
positions to 


which they have been honored. How- 
ever a few suggestions may not be out 
of order. The suggestions to be forth- 
coming do not emanate from the brain 
of the writer, but on the contrary are 
simply a rehnsh of what a number of 
citizens of the city have talked about, 
if the inr-oming officers will see that 
the following ordinances are enforced, 
then this article will not have been 
written in vain. 


Ordinance Xo. 5—"It shall be -jn- 


lawful for any minor, of the age of 
sixteen years or under, to be upon or 
about any of the public streets, alleys 
or highways or vacant lots within the 
town limits of the town of Reno after 
the hour of 8 o'clock p. m., without 
being accompanied by his, her or their 
parents, or being In the actual or nec- 
essary discharge of duties," etc. 


This ordinance is broken seven nights 


a week. Shall it continue? 


Ordinance No. 6—Any person own- 


ing or keeping any dog within the lim- 
its of the town of Reno, shall pay a 
tax of $2 on each dog annually.the said 
tax to be paid to the Chief of Police 
or any peace officer of said town, on or 
before the first Monday of January of 
each year. 


This ordinance has not been enfor- 


ced and no pretense of doing so has 
been made. Why? 


Ordinance No. 24—It shall be the 


duty of the Chief of Police and every 
peace officer of said town to take Into 
custody any dog running at large, not 
provided with or wearing tags an pre- 
scribed, and place such dogs in the 
town pound, etc. 


Is this ordinance a dead letter. If 


so, why? 


Ordinance No. 44—It is hereby de- 


clared to be unlawful for ar.y person 
or persons to ride upon the sidewalks 
of any public street within the lim- 
its of the town of Reno any bicycle, 
tricycle, safety or velocipede. 


This ordinance has never been strict- 


ly enforced. 
Why? 


Ordinance No. 45—It shall be unlaw- 


ful for any Indian or Indians to remain 
within the limits of the town of Reno 
after sundown each day unless em- 
ployed within said town 
after said 


time. 


No attempt has been made to en- 


force this ordinance or if there has 
been the records do not show it.
